will be possible even if McKinley is 
elected. 
The western senators hold 
the balance of power, and enough | 
of these senators have left the party 
to make it certain that no tariff law 
will be enacted. 
The protectionists 
can thank the arrogant gold advo­ 
cates for stripping their party of its 
power in the senate. 
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THE DIFFERENCE. 
The question is asked, “ 
Will not 
the gold standard democrats bolt if 
the party declares for free coin­ 


age?" 
The D emocrat does not believe 
they will. 
The 
democratic 
party has al­ 
ways 
been 
for bimetallism, 
and 
upon several occasions the demo­ 
crats m congress have been practi­ 
cally a unit for free coinage. 
Even as late as 1890 the demo­ 
cratic members of the New York 
legislature, by a vote of 127 to 11, 
endorsed the Vest bill which de­ 
clared for free coinage at 16 to i, 
and which received the support of 
nearly all the democrats in con­ 
gress. 
The national democratic platform 
in 1884 declared for “ 
all the gold 
and silver coinage of the constitu­ 
tion. 
It was the uniform ♦and unques­ 
tioned doctrime of the party, until 
a few years ago when a small mi­ 
nority sought to assail it. 
Free coinage of gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to I , independent of 
the will of other nations, was prac­ 
ticed for many years under demo­ 
cratic 
rule, 
and 
it is no new, 
strange 
doctrine 
to affright 
the 
timid. 
The circumstances are altogether 
different from those that surrounded 
the republican convention. 
That party had claimed to be in 
favor of the use of silver as money 
and had encouraged its> members to 
believe that in some mysterious way 
it would restore the white metal to 
its place in our monetary system. 
But suddenly, after the agent and 
representative 
of 
a 
number 
of 
wealthy 
trusts 
and 
coiobinations 
bad obtained control of the conven­ 
tion by vociferous appeals to the 
masses of the party on the tariff 
issue, the leaders suddenly declare 
for the single gold standard! 
The silver republicans were in­ 
dignant at the deception practiced 
upon them and the tyranny with 
which a new doctrine was sought to 
be crammed down their throats. 
Instead 
of 
taking 
instructions 
from the people, Mark Hanna and 
bis sub-bosses sought to bind the 
fri?e coinage republicans and de­ 
liver them into the gold standard 
camp. 
Men who had been advocates of 
free coinage of silver and republi­ 
cans for years, ceased to be repub­ 
licans when a new test of politi­ 
cal orthodoxy was prescribed. 


A CAREFUL investigation has con­ 
vinced ex-Secretary Whitney that 
the silver men have a majority of 
two votes in the national democratic 
committee. 
It has been generally 
supposed that a majority of the com­ 
mittee favored the gold standard.

The newest kind of jewel is an 
engraved diamond. 
Several of the 
swell jewelers in Paris are executing 
orders for this expensive fad.

process of engraving a diamond is 
an exceedingly lengthy one.

cost IS proportionately great. 
Hitherto it has been considered 
impossible to engrave a diamond, 
because no tool can be found hard 
enough to cut the stone. 
The use 
of electricity, however, renders this 
possible. 
An 
electric 
motor 
of 
very high speed actuates a flexible 
shaft, to the end of which is attach­ 
ed the tiny 
cutting 
tool, 
loaded 
with diamond dust. 
The diamond 
is firmly set in a bed of lead and 
the 
eiigraver 
works 
the 
moving 
shaft Hi any direction necessary, 
like a dentist’s drill. 
He can thus 
cut any pattern in a diamond by 
the little tool which revolves at an 
enormous speed. 
This is reversing the usual pro­ 
cess of cutting a diamond. 
The 
lapidary’s wheel rotates on a fixed 
axis, while he moves the diamond 
around. 
This method is entirely 
too clumsy for the delicate process 
of engraving, so 
the diamond is 
fixed and the tool revolved at the 
tremendous 
speed 
which 
can be 
given by an electric motor. 
The 
operator can then see just exactly 
what he is 
doing. 
Only 
flat or 
table diamonds can be engraved. 
A prominent Parisian jeweler has 
turned out a bicycle scarfpm made 
but of two single diamonds. 
The 
result IS an exact representation of 
a bicycle in miniature, made en­ 
tirely of diamonds.

DEAD ON AN ENGINE 


The Eng ineer Pa lling the Fa st 
Ma il Tra in. 


STRUCK BY A MAIL CRANE. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“BemocraU’ Readers. 


T h e fast mail on the 
Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road, 
from 
C h icago to Omaha, pulled into Bur­ 
lington last Saturday with a dead 
man holding the throttle. 


The fireman noticed the failure of 
the engineer to signal for the clos­ 
ing of the draw on the bridge across 
the Mississippi at that point. 
He 
ran around the big boiler, which 
makes 
two 
compartments 
of the 
cab, and found the engineer, V. B. 
Giddings, dead at his post, with a 
great gash in the side of his head. 
H ow it came there, and how he 
met death, cannot be ascertained, 
but it is supposed he was struck by 
a mail crane. 


How far the train ran with the 
dead man in control will never be 
known.

minute 
sooner it would have gone 
through 
the draw into the river. 
The draw 
had just closed after letting a boat 
through. 


Blacklisting Verdict Set Aside. 
An important legal case, 
having 
a hearing on the strike of 
1894, 
was decided Saturday at Vincennes, 
Ind. 
T he case was that of D rum ­ 
m ond vs. the Evansville and Terre 
Haute railway company. 
Drummond claimed fhat the rail­ 
road company discharged him in 
the Debs strike, in July, 
1894, 
on 
the false charge that he was active 
in the strike, and that the railroad 
com pany kept him from getting em ­ 
ployment from any other company. 
The jury 
returned 
a 
verdict «for 
Drummond 
for 
$3,500, 
but the 
court granted defendant a new trial. 
The court decided that the cele­ 
brated blacklisting law, about which 
so much fuss has been made, gives 
no new rights at all, but only pro­ 
vides penalties for wrongfully pre­ 
venting 
an employe from getting 
work when he has been discharged 
without some good cause. 
T he court decided that where an 
employe goes out on a strike and 
quits work his employer may let the 
fact 
be known without incurring 
any liability for so doing. 
It will thus appear that the way 
of the striker has not been so pro­ 
tected that he may quit work and 
prevent the fact from 
being e x ­ 
posed. 
The court held there was 
no evidence at all to support the 
verdict, and set it aside. 


Suing the Pacific, 
Mr. W. S. Pope yesterday filed a 
petition in the Cole county circuit 
court for Louis Landrum, who asks 
#1,000 damage from the MissouriPa- 
ciifc Railway Co. for a mashed foot, 
says 
the Jefferson City 
Tribune. 
Landrum was a section hand em­ 
ployed by the railway company at 
Elston. 
H e was told by the sec­ 
tion foreman to assist in lifting a 
crooked railing. 
T he petition alleges the force was 
insufficient to handle 
the 
railing 
properly, and it fell on his 
foot, 
smashing it. 
For this he asks dam ­ 
ages in the sum of $1,000.

Selieine of Kansas Men to Checkuiate 
Train Bandits.

tram robberies in 
the west have induced

ventors to devise schemes for pre­ 
venting 
the 
robberies. 
A patent 
was granted yesterday to James F. 
Matthews and Henry L. Shelburne, 
of Topeka, Kas., on a scheme for 
drenching train robbers with scald­ 
ing water. 


The invention consists of a num ­ 
ber of metal nozzles for throwing 
jets of* scalding water. 
From the 
boiler of the locomotive the inven­ 
tors' intend to run pipes passing 
around the engine, ending in n o z­ 
zles at the end of the cab. 
These 
nozzles are so arranged that when 
highwaymen try to hold up an en­ 
gineer all he will have to do is to 
turn on the hot water. 
Then, in the twinkling of an eye, 
streams of the boiling lujuid will be 
thrown out in every direction from 
the cab, while a steel shield guard, 
before invisible, 
will rise quickly 
and shut off all entrance of robbers 
or bullets to the cab or tender. 
Thus protected, 
the engineer may 
throw his throttle wide open and 
leave 
the scalded and 
chagrined 
robbers far behind.

the milk of the goat, and tha t ripened 
into tootb someness under a warm 
Italian sk\u 
The tr u th is tha t even 
the L im b u rger 
has, 
m ost likel\q 
traveled no farthe r to reacli his 
hotel, cottage or mansion, than from 
the town of A ntweri) in the sta te of 
New York. 
In this favored region, where the 
grass is crisp and 
rich, 
and fine 
heads of Jerse.v cattle dot the land­ 
scape, is to b e found one of the la rg­ 
est cheese factories in this coun- 
try. 
I t is tru e tha t the m anager has 
served an apprenticeship in the fac­ 
tories of the old world, and the suc­ 
cess of the production here rests u p­ 
on the quality of the milk and the 
m ethod of its manipulation. 
The process b .y which each variety 
is made is essentially the same as 
those of every other. 
The diíTerence 
consists in the 
e xtra am ount of 
cream incorporated wdth the milk, 
in the am ount of time occupied in 
the curing and other details, such as 
the pressure under which the curd 
is placed. 
In all cases the milk is 
more or less heated, ren net is in tro­ 
duced to coagulate, the curd is care­ 
fully’ cu t into dice, drained of its 
whe.y through linen or cotton cloths, 
salted, x)rcsscd, arran ged on shelves, 
kept a t a given tern'perature, turned, 
rub b ed, and “ cu red ” for a certain 
length of time. 
Take, 
for instance, fromag>e de 
Brie. 
A fter the curd has stood four 
hours, it is dipjied into tin rings, 
Í which are placed on small cane mats, 
from which the whe.y drains, until it 
has shrunken to fit a smaller ring. 
In two m onths of tu rn in g and r u b ­ 
b ing the de Brie is fit for the m arket. 
Much in the same m anner are made 
d ’Isigny and the Camemb ert. 
F or 
the latter, cream is added to the 
fresh milk, to m ake it richer, and 
the xiroccss of curing goes on more 
slowly. 
In the case of the cheeses named, 
the milk is keq^t a t ab out sixty de­ 
grees. 
In the M unster, L im b urger, 
and some others, milk and renn et 
are heated in huge cojjper kettles to 
eighty-five degrees, after which the 
curd is cut into cub es and heated to 
one hundred and ten degrees for one 
and one hundred and twenty-five 
degrees for the other. 
Italian cream cheese, or Philadel­ 
phia cream,« » is made 
from sweet 
cream instead of milk. 
Neufchatel 
is made from unheated milk, and 
the curd is sub jected to little ¡jres- 
sure. 
I t is then cut fine b y a m a­ 
chine, salted and packed, also b y 
machinery. 
B u t little of the N euf­ 
chatel is imported, and that in win­ 
ter. 
Club -house cheese, which is sold 
in small glass jars, is simply cream 
cheese run through a sausage grin d er 
and stuiler, with the addition of a 
small qu an tity of b utter. 
The ¡)rof- 
itoii this kind of cheese is immense. 
Roquefort cheese it is impossib le 
to make outside of the jjlace from 
which is derived its name. 
Cheeses 
are there cured in a cave having a 
])eculiarh' soft dry air, which gives 
them a quality tha t can b e ob tained 
b y no other method. 
From the whe^q b utterm ilk and 
skimmed milk of cheese factories is 
ob tained that sugar of milk so much 
used in the m anufacture of medicinal 
ta b le ts .—N. Y. Horae Journal.

T o p e k a, Kas., June 22.— A story 
comes from Butler county, which is 
as romantic as it is strange and pe­ 
culiar. 
While a terrific storm was

Neighbors found the dead body 
on the floor 
and 
summoned the 
coroner.

so made the

says Schaffer was a woman.

was

ex-soldier 
and 
participated in many of the

the old comrades believed w^as

warning sent from God.

fired a last salute 
over the empty grave into, which 
the coffin had been lowered, it w'as 
found that the gun was loaded with 
ball as well as powder and the .shot 
killed a dove which was flying over. 
The dove fluttered and fell on the 
coffin, dead. 
Schaffer leaves con­ 
siderable property, 
but no one in 
the county knows of relatives of the 
deceased.

men are now looking for him.
